THE development of the steel and iron industry of 
the United States during the last thirty years, as 
shown by census comparisons, is without a parallel 
in the industrial history of the world. From one of 
the smaller producers of these products, this coun- 
try has risen during this time to the position of the 
largest producer in the world. 








It is said that a Whitewater, Wis., man has been 
experimenting with a view to producing Wisconsin 
peat in marketable form. He has invented machin- 
ery, which, it is claimed, will produce 20,000 tons of 
peat a day in compact form, to take the place of egg 
and the larger sizes of coal, for use in stoves and fur- 
naces. It is said that this new product has an advan- 
tage over coal for the reason that it produces neither 
smoke, dirt nor gases. 








It is said that J. Pierpont Morgan has long deemed 
it inevitable and not only inevitable but from the eco- 
nomic and social point of view altogether desirable that 
the great aggregations of capital be followed by corre- 
sponding units representing trades associations, these 
undoubtedly ultimately to be federated. If he could 
feel certain that the trades associations were to be con- 
ducted upon sound economic principles then there 
would be nothing in his view but gain both for capi- 
tal and labor. 








THE growing importance of South Africa as a mar- 
ket for products of the United States is illustrated 
by some figures just received by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics. They show that the importations into 
Cape Colony, Natal, Delagoa Bay and Beira amounted 
last year to more than 150 million dollars, or nearly 
treble the total for a decade earlier. These figures are 
published by the British South African Export Ga- 
zette.

THE practical termination of the anthracite coal 
strike has served to stimulate the demand for iron 
and steel products. 
that the President’s terms of arbitration had been ac- 
cepted by both factions, buyers were in a hesitating 
mood and orders were few and far between. At pres- 
ent the demand is almost as brisk as it has been at 
any time this year and manufacturers appear to be 
convinced that the volume of business next year will 
be in excess of that of the current year. 


Previous to the announcement 


THE recently completed twelfth census shows a 
wonderful spreading and enlargement in the territory 
covered by many manufacturing industries of the 
United States. But a few years ago New York 
state and the states that compose the New England 
group manufactured nearly the entire output of agri- 
cultural implements. To-day Illinois easily leads all 
other states in the manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments, making over forty per cent of the entire output. 
While Brockton, Mass., continues to be noted for its 
shoe industries, Danbury, Conn., for hats, Troy, N. 
Y., for collars, and Gloverville, N. Y., for gloves, the 
manufacture of these lines are not near so exclusively 
confined to these cities as they were a few years ago. 


The manufacturing interests show phenomenal de- 
velopment and the wide scope of territory now cov- 


ered by this great branch of American industry is 
not alone due to the increasing demand, but also to 
the changes in the production of raw material, the 
ample transportation facilities, and the new markets 
that have opened for the consumption of every line 
of manufactured products. 








ELECTRICITY, as every one knows, has _ achieved 
marvels, and that it is destined to achieve still greater 
things in the future years than it has done in the years 
that have elapsed is the general expectation of all in- 
telligent students of the subject. In reflecting upon 
this theme, we at once find ourselves confronted with 
a problem of some ‘considerable magnitude. Thus 


.we know the nature of the changes which this won- 


derful agency has accomplished in the industrial, the 
social, and in the manufacturing world—that is, up to 
the present hour. Still, we really cannot foretell what 
it will bring about in the coming ages. We are never- 
theless pretty safe in concluding that the changes, 
whatever they be, will be largely fashioned by the na- 
ture of the new electrical inventions which will be 
called into practical operation in the future (and of 
which we as yet know nothing), and by the special 
requirements of the times. At this present time we 
seem to be in want of an improved apparatus for 
storing electricity in such a form that it can be safely 
and economically utilized. Such a discovery would, in 
the opinion of this critic, revolutionize all our indus- 
tries, and turn even the stream of history into an- 
other channel. ’Tis all quite possible. Moreover, we 
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will possibly be in possession of the thing wanted 
much sooner than any person just now anticipates. 
One never knows what a month or a year may produce 
in the way of invention in these busy times of indus- 
trial progress, commercial enterprise, and rare inven- 
tive fertility. 


Sepoy and spahi, chasseur and condot- 
Arbitration. tiere, uhlan and voltigeur; janissary and 

bashi-bazouk, franc-tireur and zouave 
have been no mean impost on old-world progress. 
The lineaments of truth are to be seen in every line 
of the cartoon of a German peasant staggering under 
the weight of a German soldier. 

It is no palpable exaggeration to say that the 
shackles of militarism stifle every European industry 
to a greater or less extent. Happily we are freed from 
the support of a vast standing army. There is little 
likelihood of American infantry forcing the chapparals 
of Chihuahua or American cavalry galloping over the 
Manitoba marshes for some time yet. 

Prince Henry of Germany has visited us as a token 
of amity. The czar is outwardly friendly. France 
sent us the Bartholdi statue. A gigantic zollverein 
which will prohibit the export sale of American prod- 
ucts, is a chimera. 

But war within the fabric of our industrial system 
is by no means so problematic as a foreign complica- 
tion, and is likely to prove equally as disastrous in 
some fields of industrial endeavor at least. 

Of course when the loss of the blood which dyed 
the grass of San Juan hill is considered, all compari- 
sons are inadequate, but taken on the financial side 
alone, it is a mooted question whether the coal strike 
was not a heavier blow to the American people taken 
in the aggregate than the Spanish war. 

The locomotive in the roundhouse, the banked fire in 
the cupola, the stationary flywheel, the silent loom, 
the derailed street car, all tell a story of investments 
whose earnings of dividends have stopped temporarily 
and idle laborers who are forced to draw on past 
savings or even to mortgage their future earnings in 
order to provide the day’s bread for their dependent 
ones. Shakespeare in Julius Cesar truly said “the evil 
that men do lives after them.” But even more energet- 
ically can it be said that the noxious effects of strikes 
remain long after the points at issue have been satis- 
factorily settled. Remedies may check the disease, 
but the taint remains in the industrial system. The 
coal strike seems on a fair way to settlement, but 
for many months to come millions of people will suffer, 
many to a very small extent it is true, from five months’ 
stoppage in the mining of anthracite coal. Of course 
industrial harmony year in and year out is a will o’ 
the wisp—a pot of gold at the end of the industrial 
rainbow. Perpetual pacification is as much of an im- 
possibility in the mine as it isin the home and in the 
factory as it is in the political arena. 

Perpetual motion is impossible, as friction cannot 
be entirely eliminated, but modern mechanical devices 
are reducing it marvelously. For the good of the pub- 
lic the friction between capital and labor should be 
minimized by the use of arbitration wherever pos- 
sible.

air-tight double heater. Oh, Fy! Now wouldn’t that 
make you ashamed? Joking aside, this is certainly a 
very clever designation for a cast air-tight without 
its “glad rags” on and is, I believe, a brand new one 


at that. 
+ + a 


ConsuL WarRNER at Leipzig, informs the State De- 
partment that the term “unfair competition” is held in 
Germany to cover all methods that tend to injure a 
competitor. The law strikes at the evil of fraudulent 
advertising, false declarations of methods of produc- 
tion and sources of supply and reasons for selling, and, 
especially against false statements of cost and selling 
price of goods. Any business man may sue his oppo- 
nent who does these things, and the penalty is a fine 
and for the second offense imprisonment. Mr. Warner 
says that the law has been pronounced very beneficial 
by the Berlin business men and it is being enforced 
with great strictness. 





Why could not a few laws along these lines be enact- 
ed by some of our state legislatures. I picked up the 
first Chicago daily that came to hand and found the 
following statements in some of the advertisements : 

(A) “Flannelettes, 36 inches wide, very desirable pat- 
terns for ladies’ wrappers, regular 1I5c quality, at, per 
yard, 8c.” 

(B) “Fine Gold Fillings half the usual rates.” 

(C) “Dress Suits ‘for a whirl with your girl,’ $30. Just 
like the tailors’ $65 all-silk lined ones.” 





In glancing over a catalogue sent out by a local mail 
order house I picked out three statements at random: 
(D) “Look out for your hardware merchant on locks, 
door knobs, hinges, latches, sash fixtures, etc. These are 
big-profit goods with retail dealers. We can save you 25 
to 50 per cent on everything in this line, and no matter how 
little you wish to buy, you will save enough to well pay you 






















































for sending to Chicago for the goods. Freight rates on 
hardware and building material are low and will amount to 
next to nothing compared with what you will save in price.” 

(E) “Out of nearly 15,000 of these saws sold, but one 
has been returned to us and that showed plainly that it had 
been abused. No other saw has ever claimed such a good 
record.” 


(F) “$8.50 Skirt for $5.95. No. 64380. In offering the 
Skirt as shown in illustration at $5.95 we are giving better 
value to the purchaser in this line than any other concern 
could possibly offer. Made of genuine silk gros grain, full 
3% yards wide, percaline lining and interlined with crino- 
line. Has corduroy binding plaited back with buttons and 
cording. Our special price (postage, extra, 43c), $5.95.” 





(G) “Our new 1899 Model Stanhope, only $43.50. For 
$43.50 we build and offer our New Stanhope or phaetonette 
as the equal of buggies in this style that sell everywhere at 
double our price and upwards. $43.50 is a price based on 
the actual cost of material and labor, with but our one small 
percentage of profit added.” 





None of these statements differ materially from those 
to be seen in every advertisement of a department store 
or every catalogue of a mail order house. The seven 
statements reproduced herewith are all very positive 
and they may all be true. There is no reason why I 
should question the veracity of the advertisers. Sup- 
pose, however, that the Illinois legislature, a heavy per- 
centage of whose membership are to be elected within 
a few days and whose personne] could be absolutely de- 
termined by the co-operation of the retail merchants 
of the state, should pass a law patterning after the 
German law, then: 

(A) The department store would have to prove 
that their 814c. flannelettes were identical with those 
commonly sold by the trade at 15c. This might be easy 
for them. Then again it might not be. 

(B) An advertising dentist may do fine gold filling 
at half the usual rates, but there is a chance that a per- 
son could get prices on a gold filling job ranging ‘from 
$50 to $70 from over 100 dentists, and that this adver- 
tiser might charge him $50 or even $100 for the same 
job. 

(C) Perhaps a $30 “hand-me-down” dress suit is 
“just like” a tailor’s $65 silk-lined suit in fit, wear, ma- 
terials. If so the department store making this an- 
nouncement would be safe.from prosecution under the 
new law. 

(D) Turning to the catalogue house announcement 
I read in regard to locks, door knobs, hinges, latches, 
sash fixtures, etc., that the man who receives this vol- 
ume, be he a resident of Ozark, Ark., Grand Forks, 
N. D., or Celina, O., “can save 25 to 50 per cent on 
everything in this line” by patronizing the Chicago 
catalogue man. I may be mistaken, but it seems to me 
that if that German law were putting in twenty-four 
hours a day on the Illinois statute book I would not 
like to be in the shoes of the man who had to prove the 
absolute truth of this statement. 

(E) How about those saws, anyway? It is, of 
course, probably true that but one saw out of 15,000 of 
a certain special kind was returned to this catalogue 
house, but suppose under this proposed law 25 men 
should come forward and swear they returned one of 
this special brand of saws—then all I have to say is that 
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the attorney for the mail order people would have 
to be a crackerjack to get his clients off. 

(F) Suppose some other firm should offer the iden- 
tical skirt at the same money, how could this mail 
order firm justify their statement? Probably they 
could, of course, but I don’t see how they would set 
about it. 

(G) <A Chicago catalogue house offers a Stanhope 
for $43.50, a price “based on the actual cost of material 
and labor, with but our one small percentage of profit 
added.” Of course, as is well known, the profits of 
catalogue houses are very small, but suppose, for sake 
of argument, some mean man should prove that the la- 
bor and material in the Stanhope in question cost 
$21.75, would not the supply men have trouble in prov- 
ing that they were only adding their ‘‘one small per 
cent of profit” to the actual cost? What is a small per- 
centage of profit? Can 20 per cent be so considered? 
Well, perhaps it can, but I don’t think so. I don’t see 
where the retail trade would suffer from such a law 
as this proposed one, but it does look as though some 
catalogue houses and department stores would have 
to do a powerful lot of revision of catalogues and an- 
nouncements when the law went into effect. I am 
afraid, though, that it will be a long, long time before 


this German law is generally adopted in this country. 
* * * 


THE veracious press tells of the recent birth of two 
little girls somewhere in Iowa, the doctor attending 
them declaring that their vitality was so low they 
could not live unless placed in an incubator. Also 
there was no baby incubator handy, but the little 
girls’ grandmother popped them into the oven of the 
stove and by use of the oven thermometer kept the 
oven at the right temperature, so that the young ladies, 
after a month’s residence, came out healthy and happy. 
Here is a rare advertising opportunity for some stove 
manufacturer and some oven thermometer man. 
Whose make of stove was it that domiciled these 
Hawkeye babies? Whose oven thermometer indicat- 
ed the oven heat so they neither baked nor froze? 
Think how striking an advertising circular or trade 
paper announcement it would make to show a cut of 
one of our own stoves with a couple of baby girls 
sleeping contentedly in the oven while a benign grand- 
mother was sitting in an adjacent rocker with one eye 
on her knitting and one on the oven thermometer! 

Why should not the Mellin’s food baby find a rival 
in the magazine advertising pages in a chubby infant 
who would contentedly smile beneath an inscription, 
“I was raised in a Tomahawk Steel Range”? 

Why should not the “Incubatory Oven” be added to 


the list of a range’s selling points?

ADVANCE IN STOVE PRICES. 








The Southern Stove Manufacturers’ Association met 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 16, and decided to raise 
the price of stoves 10 per cent, on account of the in- 
crease in raw materials. Among those present were 
representatives of the Atlanta Stove Works, Atlanta, 
Ga.; the Phillips & Buttorff Manufacturing Co. of 
Nashville; the Rome Stove Works, Rome, Ga.; the 
H. Wetter Manufacturing Co. of South Pittsburgh; 
The Mountain City Stove Works of Chattanooga ; The 
Chattanooga Stove Works, Chattanooga; Thé Bristol 
Stove Co., Bristol, Tenn. ; The Avondale Stove Works 
of Birmingham; The Dalton Stove Works, Dalton, 
Ga., and several others. 

The meeting was called by the president for the 
special purpose of increasing prices. ‘One of the 
gentlemen stated that on account of thé great increase 
in the price of coke, through the coal strike, and the 
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raise in the cost of iron, brass and other essential as 
well as the demand for higher wages by laborers, it 
was necessary to make this increase, which, it is said, 
will not increase the profit of the stove manufacturers, 
but will place them on the scale that heretofore exist-

PRIZER ADDITIONS. 





The Prizer-Painter Stove & Heater Co., Reading, 
Pa., are sending the trade a little pamphlet showing 
additions to their Stove, Range and Furnace Book, 
No. 3. This shows Prizer’s air-tight double heater, 
the Prizer Champion double heater, Prizer Oakland 
double heater, Prizer Oakland stove, Prizer Glen stove, 
Prizer Globe stove and the Prizer gas heater for nat- 
ural and artificial gas. This volume certainly shows 
the Prizer air-tight double heater up in a way that 
will quickly impress the reader of this pamphlet with 
its merits.

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MILLS WILL NOT CLOSE DOWN. 








The policy of the United States Steel Corporation 
to keep its plants in operation despite unfavorable 
market conditions is being carried out, according to 
the daily press. The only dull lines in the steel in- 
dustry during the last two months have been sheets, 
wire and tin plates. This was not due to a falling off 
in demand, but to an excessive producing capacity. 
As a result many-of the sheet mills were forced to 
suspend operations, and fully 50 per cent of the tin 
plate mills of the American Tin Plate Company were 
closed. The wire mills were beginning to suffer for 
lack of orders when the American Steel and Wire 
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Company reduced the prices of plain wire $7 a ton, 
thus giving steady employment to all of their work- 
men. Since the cut was made a week ago the com- 
bination has booked a large number of orders and 
the plants will be kept in operation during the win- 
ter. 

Several sheet plants were closed, and in order to 
get business the American Sheet Steel Company made 
a reduction of $5 a ton. As a result the plant at 
New Philadelphia and four mills of the Wellsville 
plant, which have been idle for nearly two months, 
were put in operation Oct. 13. It is understood that 
every mill of the sheet and wire combination will be 
operated steadily.”

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OHIO HARDWARE DEALERS FORM AN INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY. 





For several years the Ohio Hardware Association 
has appointed committees to take up the question of 
insurance, which in each case in past years has turned 
out to be a failure. At the meeting at Cincinnati held 
in I901, there a committee was appointed to report a 
plan at Columbus last February. At this Columbus 
meeting there was a board of twelve appointed to put 
into operation this insurance, based on Section 3436 
of the statutes of that state. On April 27th, 1902, there 
was a meeting of the board called at Columbus and 
rules of the Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company were adopted. Under these rules it 
was necessary to have two hundred separate policies, 
aggregating $10,000 in premiums. The committee 
went to work faithfully and Aug. 13 a meeting was 
called at Columbus for the purpose of completing this 
work, and Geo. M. Gray, of Coshocton, was selected 
to canvass for applications. Later H. F. Rahe of Cleve- 
land, J. P. Duffy, of Greenville, Geo. B. Meyer, of Cin- 
cinnati, W. C. Jones, of Columbus, C. C. Fouts, of 
Middletown, and G. V. Guyton of Ada were pressed 
into service. On Oct. 7th another meeting of the board 
was called at Columbus, with the necessary amount 
raised. A couple of attorneys were present, and 
through them the charter was granted, and J. P. Duffy, 
of Greenville, president ; Geo. N. Gray, of Coshocton, 
secretary, and Messrs. G. V. Guyton, Geo. B. Meyer 
and H. F. Rahe directors. The company is now in 
operation, with headquarters at Coshocton. In writing 
on the formation of this company one of the directors 
of this company says: “Realizing as we all did that 
it was a big undertaking, yet by hard work it has been 
accomplished, and hope to see the time when the Ohio 
hardware dealers will have their insurance cut in two.”

GOLD MEDAL FILES AND RASPS. 





Mayer & Co., 20th street and Allegheny avenue, 
Philadelphia, are manufacturers of a complete line of 
Gold Medal files and rasps. Their line includes mill 
and round, flat, square, hand and pillar, half-round 
and three square, warding, stavesaw, mill and one 
round edge, mill with two round edges, tapers, slim 
taper, band saw, pit saw, cant saw, Great American 
cross cut, hook tooth, planer knife, inserted tooth, 
horse rasps, file rasps and files, and rasps, shoe rasps 
and last makers’ rasps. The files of this company are 
manufactured from a special high grade tool steel. In 
order to be on the safe side this firm cut one less 
blank with their file cutting machines than is usually 
cut by hand, so as to feel positive that the chisel will 
give the teeth a hand-cut effect. Each operator has a 
row of chisels in front of him, which are constantly 
kept sharp by a man who is a chisel sharpener and 
nothing else. The foreman sees that each operator 
changes chisels after a certain number of operators no 
matter how sharp they may be, so that each and every 
blank, it is claimed, receives the same attention and 
the same keen tooth as a hand-cut file. 

These files are tempered by a secret chemical process 
which restores the carbon to the steel after the same 
has been annealed, after the manner used by the manu- 
facturers of the imported Grobet files. Each file that 
leaves their establishment is first tested with a piece of 
hard steel. The files of this firm were severely tested 
by the Franklin Institute of Pennsylvania and were 
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awarded the Elliott Cresson gold medal for superior- 
ity of quality above all other makes. This medal was 
founded in 1848 and has been awarded four times 
since then, three times for important discoveries and 
once for this firm’s files. 

The terms under which this medal have been award- 
ed are “in all instances made either for some discov- 
ery in the arts or sciences or for the invention and im- 
provement of some useful machine or for some process 
or combination of materials in manufactures or for 
ingenuity, skill or perfection in workmanship.”

SOFT COAL BASE BURNING FURNACES.

WORKERS MAKE COUNTER PROPOSITION. 





The vote of the special convention of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate Work- 
ers on the proposition to concede a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion in wages on an order of 1,500,000 boxes of tin- 
plate for the Standard Oil Co., so that this order, now 
made in Wales, can be produced in this country, is 
awaited with.a great deal of interest on account of its 
effect on the general market. The proposition made by 
the American Tin Plate Company to the tin workers of 
the Amalgamated Association, which has been under 
discussion for the past five or six months, has been met 
with a counter proposition, which was made Oct. 23 
by the delegates in special convention at the Hotel 
Moorhead, Pittsburg. The counter proposition pro- 
vides for a general reduction of wages of 3 per cent. 
The proposition of the company was that the men 
should work up the orders to fill the drawback trade at 
a rate of 25 per cent below the regular rate of wages. 
It is said that the American Tinplate Company will ac- 
cept the counter proposition. 

The impression is now growing that, whether the 
rebate proposition or this reduction in wages 
goes through or not, there will be no _ reduc- 
tion in the price of tinplate. A month or two 
ago the view was general in the trade that there was 
going to be a reduction, in order to shut out the pres- 
ent and prospective independent mills. Since then a 
number of projects have been dropped, and it is not 
now believed that any more independent tin mills will 
be built, as the public. has become convinced that it 
would be a waste of money to build any more.

POWER IN POUND OF COAL. 








“A pound of coal can produce power sufficient to 
pull a large express train a distance of one-sixth a 
mile, going at the rate of fifty miles an hour,” said 
an experienced locomotive engineer. 

“You would be surprised,’ he continued, “at the 
wonderful amount of work which the energy from this 
small quantity of coal can do.. For the purpose of ex- 
plaining take, for instance, a pound of what might be 
called average coal, containing about 10,000 heat units. 
This would be somewhat smaller in size than a man’s 
fist. If this pound of coal ‘should be burned com- 
pletely and entirely under water and all of its heat 
should go into the water a temperature of 625 pounds 
of water could be raised to the height of one foot. 

“If this pound of coal could be completely burned in 
water one foot deep, with a. temperature of 64 de- 
grees, and all the heat from this coal be imparted in 
the water, this water would become 16 degrees hotter, 
thus being suitable for a comfortable bath. If adapted 
to mechanical work, the 10,000 heat units in the one 
pound of coal would be equivalent to 236 horse power. 
The 236 horse power of potential energy contained in 
the pound of coal is enough to haul a train of eight 
cars for a period of one-fifth of a minute, or a distance 
of one-sixth of a mile, going at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour. It has also been found to be able to draw a 
cable train, including the grip car and trailer, for a 
distance of two miles at the rate of nine miles an hour. 
It would also be of sufficient power to pull an electric 
car well filled with passengers for two miles and a 
half at the rate of ten miles an hour. _ 

“If the power in this pound of coal is compared 
with the work of a strong man used to hard labor, it 
would be found that there is more than sufficient power 
in the pound of coal to do in one minute the day’s 
work of eight hours of five strong men. This is ac- 


counted for in this way: The work of a strong man, 
used to hard work, is estimated as being equal to one- 
tenth of a horse power. The eight hours he works is 
equivalent to 480 minutes. Naturally, while working, 
a man makes a number of stops, either to rest or 
change the monotony of his position. These stops, 
then, would, without difficulty, take up one-tenth of 
the man’s time. Thus this would reduce the time of 
actual work down to 432 minutes. This time, at one- 
tenth of the horse power, makes the total of his day’s 
labor amount to 43.2 horse power. At this rate it is 
shown that it would take 2,600 strong men, working 
constantly, to do jointly the same amount of work in 
one minute as can be done by the single pound of coal. 

“Another line of work in which the superiority of a 
pound of coal is shown beside the labor of a man is 
that of sawing wood. A man may consider himself a 
swift sawyer by making sixty strokes a minute, each 
stroke of the blade having progressed five feet a min- 
ute, but a circular saw, driven by machinery, may be 
put through seventy times that distance and saw sev- 
enty times as much wood. Still, this little pound of 
coal has the power to keep in operation 180 such 
saws.” —Baltimore American.
